Clergy, Biſhops, and moſt part of the good Preachers, the moft 
part of the Knights and Gentry, without regard to even thoſe 
who were favourable to their own Profeſſion: The whole 
Patzer of the Land, &c. And as the Wretch bimſelf, that is 
1 the Tower, doth conſeſs, it was purpoſely devis'd by them 
to be done in this Houſe, that where the cruel Laws ( as they ſay 
were made againſt their Religion, both Place and Perſons ſhould 
all be deſtroy'd and blown up at once. And who can conceive 
'-what Horror and Confuſion muft have enſu'd? the Inftru- 
ments of this Cruelty being reſolv'd to follow this firft 
Blow, to the entire Extirpation of all the Proteftants : 
for as the King obſeryes, they did not ſo much as pretend 
that any thing put them upon their barbarous Deſigu, 
but the Intereſt and Eftabliſhment of their Religion, 
hich. they think is never ſafe, ſo long as there is one Pro- 
teſtant alive in the World.

Chaiſe, the French — Confeſſor (in a Letter to Coleman) 
ſays, the moſt Chriſtian King had offer'd, That if be 
wou'd undertake to diſſolve the Parliament, he wou d affiſt bim 
with his Power and Purſe, to procure ſuch a-one afterwards, as 
might be favourable to their Deſigns? And of whom Coleman 
in a Letter to Father Le Chaiſe ſays, We have here a mighty 
Work upon our bands, 10 leſs than the Converſun of three King - 
doms ; and by that. perbaps the ſubduing 4 peſtilent Hereſy, 
which has domineer d ouer a great part of the Northern World a- 
long time. There were never ſuch Hopes of | Succeſs ſince the Days 
of Queen Mary, ar now: in our Days; when God has given'us a 
Prince, who is became (may I ſay, to a Miracle) zealous of being 
the Author and Toftrument of ſo glorious a Work .

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which Promiſe he repeated and confirm'd by Oath at his | 
| Coronation, tho by his Actions it did not appear that he 
ever thought of it afterwards. They who had been too 
active in looking into the Popiſh Plot, ſoon felt his Diſ- 
leaſure; and one of the early Acts of his Reign, was to 
acr ifice innocent Proteſtant Blood to the offended Ghoſts 
of thoſe who had ſuffer'd for it. That Worthy Gentleman 
Mr. Corniſh, when Sheriff of London, had acted like an ho- 
neft Engliſhman, reſolv'd to do his Duty to his Country ; for 
which they wou'd never forgive him. The Hardſhip and 
Injuſtice done him was ſo great, as provok'd very ſevere 
| Cenſures from the generality of the People; and King 
James himſelf, ſome time after, ſhew'd he cou'd not eaſily 
rid his Conſcience of the Load which lay upon it on that 
account. But tho that Gentleman ſuffer'd a Death -in it 
ſelf ignominious, -his Memory will be honourable to all 
true Engliſhmen, while they ſhall remember with abhor- 
rence all ſuch as had any hand in it. 

Many of the illegal Proceedings of King James's Reign 
are ſo well thrown together in the Memorial of the Church 
of England, preſented to the Prince and Princeſs of 0- 
range, that inftead of drawing up any account of 'em from 
my own Collections, I have tranſcrib'd ſo much of that 
Memorial as may ſerve to give you a true, but a very 
frightful Idea of our ſad Condition before the Reyolution. 

The Memorial runs thus: Tour Highneſſes cannot be ignorant,

ſing Power : New and unheard-of Maxims have been preach'd, 
a if Subjects had no Right, but what depends on the King's Will 
and Pleaſure, The Militia put into the hands of Perſons not qua- 
lify.d by Law, and a Popiſh mercenary Army maintain'd in the 
Kingdom in time of Peace, abſolutely contrary to Law. The Exe-

But now that T may animate you to greater Thankful- 
neſs, and give yon, if poffible, yet a deeper Senſe of the 
Miſeries from which we have been deliver'd : that I may 
contribute ſomething, roward the Information-of ſuch as 
do not know the Papiſts and their Religion'ſb well as they 
ought (for many now entertain very favourable Notions 
of 'em, and think they are miſrepreſented, becauſe they 
have affurance enough to deny what's charg'd upon em :) 
And withal, that I may raiſe in you a juſt Apprehenſion 
of the Danger we are always in, more of leſs, from Po- 
Pen; I will here give you à brief View of ſome of their 
ines and Practices. The Fathers ef the Reforma- 
tion, in the Homilies ſet forth hy Aut „And which 
the whole Clergy of England ſubſcribe to at their Ordina- 
tion, fay expreſly, That the Church of Rome + bas bern for 
the ſpace of nine hundred Nears and odtl, ſo far wide from the 
Nature of the true Church, that not hing can be more. And af- 
terwards, All they which have any Light of God's Word muſt 
needs confeſs, we may well cect '— that the Biftops of Rome N 
and their Adherents, are not the true Church F Chriſt, &c. 
What then can be the meaning of thoſe who make ſuch a 
noiſe about deriving Orders from this pretended Church 
and cry out of the r r and . Uſeleſſneſs of al 
things elſe without ſuch Orders? To vindicate them- 
ſelves in this, they now indeed venture to aſſert the 
Church of Rome is a true Church: But have they forgot 
the Homilies they ſubſcrib'd? Have they never read 
em? Or are they notwithſtanding at liberty to diſown 
and contradit *'em? What can be their _ in taking 
ſo much pains to eftabliſh the Truth of that C 
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1 Homily eòncerning the Holy Ghoſt, Pars 2. 
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which they are ſeparated, and which curſes them as dam - 
nable Schiſmaticks and Hereticks, who unleſs they re- 
turn to Rome, can never be ſav'd? What can they deſign 
but this very natural and neceſſary Conſequence, viz, the 
Subverſion of the Church of England? Which may God, 
in much Goodneſs, ſupport and defend againſt all the At- 
tempts of Popery, and in his due time, and in the gentleft 
manner, purge from any Errors or Corruptions, which 
may leſſen the Perfection of its Beauty or Holineſs. 

That they may the more eaſily impoſe on us their 
monſtrous Opinions, inſtead of the things taught in the 
Goſpe), the Papiſts difallow even the uſe of the Goſpel 
it ſelf, and fill the Peoples Hands with Accounts of 
lying Miracles and Legends of their pretended Saints, 
to whom they are taught to pay Divine Honours, tho 
their Memory is execrable to all good Men, Their 
Prayers are always repeated in an unknown Tongue ; 
the People are depriv'd of the Cup in the Sacrament : 
and in direct oppoſition to the Scripture, which ſays, 
Heb. 10. 10. that the Body of Chriſt was-offer'd once for af, 
and one Sacrifice for Sins far ever, ver. 12. they teach, that 
even that imperfe& Sacrament is a real Sacrifice expia- 
tary of Sin; which bold Error ſome are endeavouring to 
revive at this day in England. But as that Church is ab. 
ſolutely under the Direction of the Priefts, and ſeveral 
Orders of Religious, ſo moſt of the Innovations and 
Corruptions are ſuch as tend to advance their Power and 
Intereſt : Thus they impoſe on all a firm Perſuaſion of 
the Pope's Univerſal Authority oyer all Churches and 
States in the World, making -him the ſole and infallible 
— in all Affairs. They urge the neceſſity of Auricu- 

ar Confeſſion and Abſolution, without which, as ſome 
here in England have unaccountably begun to teach, even 
God and Chriſt cannot pardon, nor any Man be ſav'd. 
They pretend that God has committed to them a power 
of impoſing certain Scourgings, or other ridicalous Pe / 
nances, which are effettual to expiate Sing confeſs'd; and 
theſe Penances are made heavier or lighter, as the Sin- 
ner is able to pay his Confeſſor, who will ſometimes im- 
poſe no other Penance but a pecuniary Fine. They like- 
wiſe have power, if you dare believe them, to grant Ir; 
dulgences, whereby all Crimes in general, for any Term 
of Time, are forgiven beforehand ; and theſe have been 
granted to ſome for ſeveral thquſand Years to come, 
C 2 Thus 
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Thus Pope Joh XXII. gtanted > googeo Years Pardon for 
all deadly- Sins, to every Man that ſhould repeat three 
certain Prayers, hich are written in the Chappel of the 
Holy Croſs at Rome (2). Of the ſame ſtamp with theſe 
is that gainful Doctrine of Purgatory, LK for 
the Dead; which has lies iſe been lately pleaded for by 
© a pretended' ſort of Proteſt antes. 
Add to this, that the Pope pretends: to a Power of 
ſ-tting up, or de poſing Kings or Princes, according to 
his own Will and Pleaſure, which he always aſſerts in 
thoſe many Ble which have been publiſh'd from time 
to time by Nis Authority: And Bxoν,˖, a Writer of their 
own (6), gives us a Catalogue of about thirty Kings and 
Princes, who had been depos'd, or by ſolemn Anathema's 
F curs'd by the Popes ; and he cites above a hundred of 
their learned Men, in vindication of this extravagant 
Power, which by ſome of the Popes has been carry'd to 
a very extraordinary height indeed. Alexander III. trod 
upon the Neck of the Emperor Frederick Barbaroſſa, and 
repeated theſe words of the Pſalmiſt, Thou ſhalt tread upon 
The' Lion and Adder, &c. And Celeſtine III. put a Crown on 
the Head of the Emperor Henry IV. and immediately, to 
ſhew his Authority, kick'd it off again. Another very 
extravagant Power which the Pope claims, and: is by all 
of that Church believ'd to be poſſeſs'd of, and which is of 
the moſt pernicious Conſequence, is that of diſpenſing 
with all manner of Oaths and Obligations; ſo that one 
can never depend upon any Roman Catholicks, whatever 
Ties they are under: for beſides the many ba ſe Equivo- 
cations they are full of, by their ſtanding publick Rules 
and Laus; as if a Man ſwear to another with his. Mouth, and 
does. nit intend with his Mind to ſwear 3 or if he ſwear in- Ill 
.conſilerately ; or if he lay under an antecedent Obligation, which 
be had mo pomer to diſpenſe with; or if be ought not to have 
ſworn wit tout the Pope's leave or if the Perſon to whom be 
ſwears has mo right io his Faith, and this they ſay no Pro- 
t-ftant can have: I ſay, in all theſe Caſes, an Oath, tho 
ever. ſo ſolemnly taken, cannot, according to their beft 
Authors, oblige 5 and upon this laft Pretence it was that 
the Council of Conſtance burn'd Fohn Haſſe, and Jerom of 
Prague, tho 2 Promiſe of Safety had been made to them. 
But even in Caſes where Oaths do generally oblige, the

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Pope is believd to have power to diſſolve thoſe Obliga- 
- tions, and has frequently done it too. I remember one 
remarkable Inftance in the Hiſtory of Hungary : Uladiflaus 
bad made a Peace with the Turks: for ten Lears; the 


King ſwore upon the Goſpel, and the Turk, upon his Alcoran, 
faithfully to obſerve the Treaty. However, the Pope's 


* difſoly'd the Oath, and -oblig'd the King to in- 
va 


e the Tyrk, Upon which, Amuratb engaging the Chriſ- 


tian Army, and in danger of loſing the Day, pulls out of 


his Boſom the Treaty of Peace, and looking upwards, ſays, 
This, O Cbriſt, is the League which thy Chriſtians made with 
me, ſwearing to it by thy Name / If ' thou be 4 God, avenge the 
Injury they have done both Thee and me. Which words were 
hardly utter'd, before the Battel turn'd in his Favour 3 
and the King, with the Pope's Legate, and the chief Au- 
thors of the Treachery, were deftroy'd in a miſerable 
manner: God ſeeming thereby to ſhew, that Oaths and 
Treaties are to be kept ſacred eren with Enemies. 
As to the Idolatry of this Antichriftian Church, it 
vies even with that of antient Rome in the time of its 


Heatheniſm: for Prayers are not only made to Saints 
and Angels for Grace, Pardon of Sins, Deliverance from 


all Evils, and for eternal Life; but the whole Book of 

Pſalms is blaſphemouſly perverted, and every thing there 
ſaid of or to the Eternal God, is apply'd to the Virgin 
Mary. The higheſt Acts of Adoration are paid to an 
inanimate Wafer, and to every common pettoral Croſs 
and Agnus Dei, or Picture of a Crucifix; to which, at the 
Conſecration, they pray, that God would (a) impart Hea- 
venly Virtue and Grace; and after Conſecration the Rybrick 
orders, that the Biſhop, kneeling before it, ſhall Jevour- 
ly adore it and kiſs it. And that they believe ſome extraor- 
dinary power to be in the Holy Croſs, is evident from 
this, that they pray to it in theſe words (6b): Thou Chriſ- 
tian's Health, ſave thoſe that are well, and cure the Sick. 
; Numberleſs other Inſtauces might be given, which I am 
forc'd for brevity-ſake to omit. But tho theſe Corrup- 
tions are ſo great and intolerable in themſelves, tis a 
mighty addition to all the reſt, that they are ever rigidly 
impos'd upon all Perſons: for the Papiſts require, in all 
People, a blind Obedience to their Superiours ; it being 
a Rule, that if the Church or Pope affirms that to be

lieve that it is black. And no leſs a Man than Cardi- 
nal Bellarmine () ſays, If the Pope commands Vices, æhd pro- 

- Bibits Virtues, we ought to believe Vices to he good, and Virtues 
. evil. And if any are hardy enough to uſe their own 
| Senſes, in oppoſition to ſuch Determinations, even of the 
- moſt (c) fooliſh Superiour, they are all under ſtrict Oaths 
and Obligations to oblige and force ſuch to Submiſſion, 
"whether Kings or Subjects, by Puniſhments, and Penal- 
ties, and the ſevereſt Proceedings: particularly all be 
its in the World are enter d into Covenant, to deſtroy, by a- 
iy means, all Heretical Kings; nor do they doubt of doing it ef- 
fſeflually, ſo long as one Feſuit remains in the World (d). But 
of this there need be no greater Confirmation, than the 
ſeveral barbarous Perſecutions and inhuman Maſſacres 
they have ſo often ſet on foor in many Parts of the 
world, in which numberleſs multitudes have been de- 
firoy'd by various Tortures and ' cruel Deaths, beſides 
great numbers in their bloody Inquiſitions, in Dungeons 
and Gallies. Theſe have been ſome of the Methods 
which Papiſts have taken to eſtabliſh themſelves, and root 
out Hereſy; and therefore be not deceiv'd by any fair 
Speeches, but aſſure your ſelves, that wherever they pre- 
vail, they will always go on in the ſame ſure way ; for 
the 4th Lateran Council, under Pope Innocent, obliges all Se- 
cular Supreme Powers (e) to take an Oath, publickly to ex- 
tirpate all Hereticks ; and if they are negligent, and do 
not immediately ſet about the Work, they are to be ex- 
communicated and depos d, and their Subjects abſolv'd 
by the Pope from their Allegiance, 

Now from all theſe, with numberleſs other Errors, 
from theſe dreadful Miſeries and unſpeakable. Calami- 
ties, which ſo many other Parts of the World have long 
been, and ftill are ſubjetted to, and of which we cannot 
without Horror hear a very ſmall part repeated ; 
from all theſe, I ſay, we were deliver'd by the Revolu- 
tion. But what crowns all the blefſed Conſequences of 
that glorious Work, is, that we were thereby deliver'd 
from the moſt frightful Apprehenſions of a Popiſh Suc-
